My first visit was to the island o 
Lango. Soon after we anchored some na- 
tives came off and warned us that the peo 
pie on shore wanted to kill the first white 
man they could. Upon being questionec 
they stated that some years ago a trader 
had been killed by them, and a man-of-war 
had appeared, exacting a heavy fine of 
pigs and other things. The war vessel hac 
been piloted by a white man, and the na- 
tives had resolved to kill the pilot, and 
failing to kill him they intended to take 
the life of the first white man on whom 
they could lay their hands. I found out 
that the natives were well armed and left 
the place. 


"At the island of Rubiana similar con- 


ditions prevail. While we were at Bam- 
battan we had a narrow escape. Among 
the natives who came on board were two 
chiefs. They finished trading, and I no- 
ticed that they kept close to the rudder 
trunk of the vessel. I discovered a canoe 
under the stern with natives passing up 
axes, and as there were over seventy na- 
tives on board the ship they fully intended 
to capture us. 


"Our crew soon got out their arms, and 


the scoundrels seeing that we were deter- 
mined left the vessel. Treachery is rife, 
and no white man's life is safe among 
them, their utmost desire being to secure 
heads. On Bagga island they killed, roast- 
ed and ate a man named Childe, who lived 
there. I think he was a runaway from 
some American whaler, and had lived on 
the island for over twenty years." 


At Bametta Mr. Watson was present 


when the captain of the war ship Diamond 
visi bed the islands. Six persons landed, 
and there were over fifty natives in am- 
bush, all armed with guns, ready to mas- 
sacre the white men if the opportunity of- 
fered. 


Relative to the practice of head hunting 


he stated that the natives go from island 
to island in search for the prizes, watching 
their chances. The heads are used at the 
death of a chief or at a, canoe launching. 
As many as five heads planted around the 
grave of a chief is supposed to appease the 
evil spirit that caused the death, while at 
a canoe launching the measure of luck that 
is in store for the craft is according to the 
number of heads that adorn the vessel as 
it enters the water. 


Mr. Watson is of the opinion that no one 


ought to land on these islands without be- 
ing armed. The custom of the British 
warships to destroy villages, blow up ca- 
noes and fire shells over the houses is of 
no use, as it only embitters the natives 
against the whites.—San Francisco Chron- 
icle.

that 


amount is illegal. This sum was adopt- 
ed many years ago, when the town was 
not half the s;zc it now is and when its 
requirements were not nearly so great. 
In order to accomplish very modest 
results the debt, for a decade or more, 
has rear hed its limit almost every year 
and any contemplated improvement of 
any magnitude is rendered impossible, 
for the reason that the provision in the 
borough charter prohibits the expend^ 
turc of money beyond the limit named. 
The $10,000 limit is now reached. 
Indeed, it is claimed that the out-going 
council have over-stepped that mark. 
The new council will come into office 
and find an empty treasury.

can put up an additional street lamp, 
they will have to wait until a consid- 
erable amount of this year's taxes are 
paid.

THE UP STAIRS TENANT. 


"The Citizens' JUnl- of VennnRo" WM a 


private bank iu a town in MisHOuri. Tha 
"Vcnango" part of the title hod been in- 
herited from another hunk, which hnd (tone 
into liqnidation yean before, and referred 
to some laud speculation In connection 
with banking. 


Onr building WM a plain two story brick, 


•tending at a corner, and the interior wag 
plainly furnished, an was the rule In those 
day*. 


Itwns simply a long room divided by a 


railing in the center. Behind the railing 
were our desks, and at the rear end was 
the vault. The second door was scarcely 
more intricate. 


There was a front room and two rear 


room*, with a ball the length of these lat- 
ter. 
One room was exactly over the vault, 


and tills leads me to tell you how the vault 
was bnilt. It was of brick, and two feet 
thick, nirl at the top the joists of the sec- 
ond floor were covered with boiler plates. 
The apace* between the joists were filled in 
with cement. On top of the second floor 
joists, before laying the floor, we laid other 
plates of Iron, and when the bank was 
opened for ImshxwK we had little fear of 
our cash being stolon by any tenant of the 
up stairs rooms. 


The idea was to rent the rooms to law- 


yers or doctors, but the first caller decided 
to take all three, and to pay one year's rent 
in advance. Ho was a stranger to all, but 
gave his name as Samuel Goldwaithe, and 
explained that he was an inventor, and 
was then seeking to perfect certain tools 
for the use of miners. One of his ideas was 
n drill to be worked by turning a wheel. 
The man hnd a frank, open face, a smooth 
tongue, and when he offered to put down 
whole year's rent in advance It would no 
have been business to keep him out. Whi 
Mr. Desnoyers, my partner, was perfect 
satisfied as to our up stairs man, I was no 
There wasn't the slightest reason tosu 
pcct that he was not what he claimed 
be, or that he hod any designs against u 
but I somehow felt myself suspecting hin 
from the first moment I saw his face. 1 
hadn't got settled in his rooms when 
planned that he would enter our vault ii 
way of the Imck room, or at least make a 
attempt to do so, and this idea was nevi 
out of my mind thereafter. I was laughe 
at by my partner, but this only made m 
the more obstinate in clinging to my idea. 


Goldwailhe furnished the front room 


a reception room and office, the second 
a bedroom and the third as his workshop 
Kxactly over the vault he had a carpentt 
put up a heavy framework of beams, an 
among the stuff moved in were chisels 
hammers, augurs, bits, drills, files, saw 
and many other carpenters' and mechan 
Ics' tools. I could say nothing, as he mad 
use of all these as an inventor, but my BUS 
plcions regarding his final object were con 
timinlly strengthened. 


For three months our man up stair 


scarcely entered the bank below or spok 
to one of us, except as I mot him at th 
hotel where we both boat Jed. He was s 
quiet and easy spoken that everybody lm< 
a good word for him, and ho invited man 
of the townspeople to visit his rooms ani 
examine his work. At the end of six 
months he was universally liked and re- 
spected, and if he had wanted n couple o 
hundred dollars at our bank a dozen busi 
ness men would have backed his note 
While I hod become ashamed to longe 
mention my suspicions, they, had by no 
means left me. We bad no watchman, am 
the safe in the vault was one of the ok 
pattern which was neither fire nor burgln 
proof. My chief dependence was on the 
strength of the vault. I mode all sorts o 
estimates, but finally decided that Gold 
waithe could not cut his ivay down into 
the vault and open the safe in less than 
twelve hours at the very least. The tools 
and appliances of that day were very crudi 
compared to the modern. 


The man up stairs had been with us hal; 


a year, and no one could find the least faull 
with his conduct, when he seemed to make 
a special effort to win my friendship. Up 
to this time he had passed the evenings in 
bis rooms. Without saying a word to my 
partner I had passed my evenings in the 
bank, never leaving until about 10 o'clock. 
I did this to shorten Goldwaithe's time 
providing he intended to enter the vault. 1 
was always at the bank at half-past? in 
the morning, and this would give him only 
nine and a half hours to work, where I hat 
figured it would take him twelve. 


One evening something was said about 


cards, and he so managed it that I invited 
him up to my room in the hotel to play a 
few games. As long as he was there I ap- 
prehended no danger, and so it finally cams 
about that we used to spend almost every 
evening in company. Sometimes I went 
to his room, and sometimes he went to 
mine, and be never exhibited the slightest 
curiosity regarding our business in the 
bank. One evening he did not leave me 
until 11 o'clock. Next day Desnoyers said: 


"Onr man up stairs has been away, ehf 
"No." 
"But I met him as he came from the de- 


pot last night at 10 o'clock." 


"You are mistaken. He was In my room 


until 11." 


"fa that so? Why, I met a man who 


looked exactly like him. He was carrying 
a sachet, headed for the bank, and I am 
sure he went up the stairway." 


This statement puzzled and annoyed me, 


and kept my suspicions active. Knowing 
that Goldwaithe was with me at the hour 
of 101 was obliged to believe my partner 
mistaken, but yet there was something 
about the case I did not like. About four 
weeks later, one morning as I opened the 
Iwnk, the ticket agent at the depot came 
along on his way to breakfast. A train 
passed at 6 o'clock, and he was obliged to 
lie there. 


"Lost your Inventor?" he asked as he 


came up. 


"How—what?" 
"Why, 
Goldwaithe. He went off on the 


train this morning, and as he had a sachel 
with him, I didn't know but ho was going 
ior good. Bought a ticket for St. Louis." 


As Goldwaithe had been with me up to 


11 o'clock of the night before, and had said 
nothing of going away, I was puzzled. 
This state of mind was increased an hour 
later when I saw him in tbe bank. I 
started to ask for an explanation, but on 
second thought concluded not to. That 
fvening I saw the ticket agent and asked: 


"Are yon sure you saw Goldwaithe go 


away this morning?" 


"Perfectly sure. Why?" 
"Because he didn't go. He came into 


the bank an hour after I law yon tola 
morning." 


"Great heavens, man, but I sold him hta 


t icket and passed the time of da; with hlrnl 
You must be mistaken." 


B«t I satisfied him that I was not, and 


then both of us were puzzled. About two 
weeks later I made an excuse to get Into 
tbe back room up stairs. I found a piece 
of machinery mounted on the wooden 
frame, and though I asked no questions 
and Gold wait be volunteered no informa- 
t ion I felt positive that it waa a drill which 
was to be worked by turning a handle. As 
I told you before, so long as I had the man 
under my eye I did not fear for the vault. 
I the was with me evenings I cared not 
what he did daytimes. 


Two or three weeks after the Incident 


related above I had a four hand card party 
in my room, and Goldwaithe was one of 
toe quartet. 
At V o'clock I waa called 


down stairs by the ticket agent, who said: 


"I want to know whether I have seen 


straight this time or not. Goldwaithe came 
in on tbe 8:30 St. Louis express." 


"You must be crazy] He is right up 


stairs In my room at this moment, and 
I'eters and Thompson are with him!" 


"But I tell you I aaw htm. 
More than 


t hat, he came up the street ahead of me 
and turned Into tbe stairway." 


I toolTTilni up stairs, aud when he saw 


Goldwaithe sitting there he was dead beat. 
Here were three instances of queer decep- 
tion. While I regarded them as decep- 
tions or illusions there was something un- 
cimny in the incidents, and my interest in 
the movement* of Goidwaitbe was consid- 
erably increased. On one pretense or an- 
other I got into his rooms or sent friends 
up there every day or two, but everything 
appeared straight. 
One eveninit he sat 


down In tbe hotel office to write a letter, 
and while he was thus engaged I walked 
up the street four sqnnrcg to speak to a 
merchant. On returning 1 met Goldwaitho 
f«ce to fAce, and saluted. 


"Ah, you cut it short." 
"Yes." 
"Well, mail it and hurry back." 
I walked straight to tbe hotel, and there 


sot the man I had spoken to on tlic street 
tlree minutes before! He was still writ- 
ing. 
I asked a friend who sat reading if 


Goldwaithe had been out, and he replied in 
the negative. I felt my hair standing on 
eiid as I sat down, and during all that long 
night I did not get a wink of sleep. My 
purtnor, the ticket agent, aud myself had 
all seen what wo had not seen. Was he of 
Utah and blood, or was he a wraith who 
could appear in two places at once? 


It was on a Friday evening I thought I 


nvit our up stairs man on the street. Sat- 
urday morning I took a stepladder and 
closely examined the top of the vault, and 
al;<o sent a man up stairs to look at the 
floor of the bock room and see if it was in- 
toi-t. Everything was reported all right, 
and Saturday evening our man said to me: 


"I haven't slept w«H lately, and I believe 


I will try a change of beds. I will turn 
into the room next to you for a couple of 
rights, and see if the change won't bring 
sleep." 


J rejoiced at this, as loieed not fear that 


he was at work on the vault. I satisfied 
myself that he was in bod before I turned 
in, and that night I slept better than for 
months before. 
Ho occupied the same 


room on Saturday night, aud on Sunday 
forenoon he surprised mo by saying he 
would accompany me to church. He ap- 
peared to listen very closely to the sermon, 
and on the way home pointed out its strong 
and weak points. 


It was my custom to enter the bank at 


no(>n to see if all wus well, but ou this 
day, after wo had finished dinner and I wus 
ab'mt to start, a friend came in mid I waa 
delaincd about half an hour. Everything 
seemed to be all right in the bank, but, 
frtjm force of habit, I opened the vault, 
and one look showed me that the climax 
had come. There was a hole through the 
roof of the vault, our safe was open, and 
lyi ng on the litter of papers was a man. I 
did not know whether he was dead or ulivo 
when I summoned help, but we soon found 
thut he was dead and lying in his own 
blood. 
The safe had been opened with 


wedges, and the $8,500 it contained had 
been taken. It was half an hour before I 
thought of Goldwaithe, and then ho could 
not be found. We burst into his rooms, 
and about the first thing we found waa a 
sa< hel containing our money. 


The machine which I took to be a drill 


was a drill. A piece of the floor had been 
cut out, the drill had then done its work 
on the iron pliftes, and later on a chisel had 
been used to pick out the cement nnd re- 
move the bricks. The robber could have 
In'tain work at 5 o'clock on Saturday even- 
ing, and he probably did so. Who was he? 
It wan Goldthwaito! Fifty "of us could 
ha\ c sworn it was he, and yet it wasn't. I 
had left him alive at the hotel, and he had 
skipped.

Goldthwuite knew that I mistrusted him. 


He had, therefore, worked to throw me off 
my guard, and when the plan was ripe for 
execution he lay sleeping within ten feet of 
me, wliile his own brother was doing the 
woi k. Wo caught him three months later 
in .Vew Orleans, and, while we could not 
satisfy the jury that he was one of the rob- 
borh, he was taken toCinciunati on another 
charge and got a sentence of twelve years.
